TOMORROW’S WORLD 


T HE borough’s ambitions 
for the Olympic Park 
media centres once the 
Games are over, came a 
step closer to reality with the 
announcement of a preferred 
bidder to take on the buildings. 

The London Legacy 
Development Company (LLDC) 
board selected the iCITY 
consortium’s bid to turn the one 


million square-foot campus 
into a hub for the digital and 
creative industries. 

According to iCITY, the plan 
for the international broadcast 
and main press centres in 
Hackney Wick has the potential 
to create thousands of jobs, 
with 4,600 on the campus itself 
and another 2,000 in support 
industries and local economy. 


The bidders now have to meet 
criteria set out by the LLDC 
board before they are finally 
awarded tenancy of the site. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, 
who has led a seven-year 
campaign for a high-quality 
employment legacy on the site, 
said: “My vision has always been 
that these buildings should be 
a hub for digital and creative 


industries, and create high-end 
local jobs. This decision is a vote 
of confidence in that vision. 

“The Council is committed 
to working with iCITY over 
the next few months to support 
them in achieving the conditions 
set out by the board and secure 
thousands of jobs for Hackney.”

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The Games arrive 
in the borough 

THE 201 2 Olympic Games have well and truly arrived 
in London. We welcomed the Olympic torch in style on 
21 July and thousands of people turned out to watch 
not only the parade but the spectacular Hackney One 
Carnival. It was the moment when London 2012 came 
together with Rio 201 6, the next Olympic host city, 
for the first time, as Brazilian carnival performers 
joined Hackney groups to delight the spectators 
that lined the streets. 

The media has been full of stories about transport 
problems, the security guard crisis and of course the 
rain, but on Saturday, when the torch arrived, despite 
the hitches and the inconvenience, there seemed to be 
a genuine sense of excitement about the Games coming 
to town. However, there was another big Olympic 
moment for Hackney that passed without comment from 
much of the media. The announcement by the London 
Legacy Development Company (LLDC) that iCITY had 
been selected as the preferred bidder for tenancy of 
the Olympic Park media centres was fantastic news 
and should lead to the fulfilment of our long held legacy 
ambitions for the site, including around 6,500 jobs. 

My vision for the media centres has always been of a 
digital and creative business hub that would draw on the 
strengths of Hackney’s business community and create 
thousands of high-quality jobs. That is what the iCITY 
bid promises and the decision from LLDC is a vote of 
confidence in that vision. 

Most importantly, iCITY has made a commitment 
to ensure that what it achieves in the media centre 
buildings will benefit Hackney. It is committed to 
creating high-quality training and apprenticeships to 
harness and develop the skills of local people and to 
providing real opportunities: in other words, not just jobs 
but aspirational careers. 

The next few weeks will pass in a flash. It won’t be 
long before the eyes of the world turn to Rio. But the 
news about the future use of the media centre buildings 
has laid the foundations for the long lasting Olympic 
legacy for which we have fought and campaigned for 
the past seven years. iCITY still has a way to go before 
it is finally granted the lease on those buildings and the 
legacy becomes secure, so we will be working with 
and supporting it to help transform Hackney’s 
economic landscape.

T HE iCITY project 
aims to bring 
together start- 
up businesses, 
established global 
companies, investors 
and social enterprises in 
one space - to promote 
collaboration and 
innovation in the borough. 

Mayor Pipe described 
the decision as ‘a once-in- 
a-lifetime opportunity’ for 
digital and creative business 
and investors, adding: “The 
site has some of the best 


digital connections in the 
UK and huge amounts of 
affordable work space in an 
area where creative business 
already thrives. 

“This is a once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity for 
businesses to join, and be 
a part of London’s lasting 
Olympic legacy.” 

iCITY will host a data 
centre, media studios, a 
university, digital academy 
and a new business 
incubator to develop a 
technology cluster of 
international significance. 
The development will 



also provide a vibrant 
focal point for the local 
community, with a 
pedestrianised square, cafes, 
restaurants and bars. 

Responding to the 
announcement, Gavin 
Poole, Chief Executive 
Officer of iCITY, spelled 
out his commitment to 
providing jobs and other 
lasting opportunities for 
local people. 

He said: “I am delighted 
that iCITY has been 
awarded preferred bidder 
status for the press and 
broadcast centres at the 
Olympic Park, and 
I’m extremely excited 
about ensuring that 
lasting benefits 
from the Games 
reach those that 
live and work 
close by. 


“I know that this project 
will deliver real opportunity 
to those in Hackney. To 
be a part of this over the 
coming years is fantastic, 
and we’re looking forward 
to spending more time 
working in partnership 
with community leaders 
and residents to deliver 
our vision of local 
jobs, apprenticeships, 
training and education 
opportunities.”

came out in their 
thousands on 
21 July to welcome 
the Olympic torch to the 
borough and join the 
One Hackney Festival. 

Events kicked off with a 
colourful parade, where 400 
carnival performers from 
Rio joined local groups to 
brighten the streets and 
build ties between London 
and the 2016 Olympic 
host city. 

The procession set off 
W from Pitfield Street, Nl, 
and featured over 1,500 
performers. Led by ‘St 
George and the Dragon’ - 
the patron saint of samba 
- the parade snaked its 
way up through Dalston 
and Stoke Newington, 
finishing at Clissold 
Park by 2pm. 
Meanwhile, the 


Olympic flame followed 
close behind. Just before 
4pm, rapper Dizzee Rascal 
handed the torch over from 
Tower Hamlets to Hackney 
and a host of inspirational 
residents carried the torch 
across the borough. 

They included Takashi 
Bailey, 24; Alpha Kamara, 
18; Sean Glendinning, 16; 
Jonty Wareing, 28; and 
Olive Lycett, 40. Speaking 
after she ran with the torch, 
Olive said: “I’m delighted 
that we saw Hackney ‘in a 
bottle’ on the parade, and 
that everyone came and 
worked together.” 

In other parts of 
the borough, 
communities came 
out in force to 
welcome the 
torch. Dalston’s 
Gillett Square 
hosted live 


music and dance, while 
along Regent’s Canal, the 
Shoreditch Festival offered 
music, entertainment, crafts, 
boats and floats. Hackney 
Central held a village 
fete and stage outside the 
Town Hall, featuring local 
musicians, dancers and 
comedians until the torch 
arrived at 5.55pm. 

Mayor Jules Pipe, who 
greeted torchbearers at 
Hackney Town Hall, said: 
“Hackney welcomed the 
torch in style and thousands 
of people turned out 
to watch the parade and 
the spectacular One 
Hackney Festival.” 

The torch then went 
on to Mabley Green, 
where Hackney 
Homes held a fun 
day, before it left the 
borough shortly 
before 6.30pm.

Hackney initiative aims to get 
unemployed residents into work 

A COMMUNITY arts initiative has joined forces with the 
Council to help get unemployed residents into work 
through a series of confidence-boosting workshops, 
which aim to develop practical skills and valuable 
interview techniques. 

The ‘BLC-Hackney 201 2’ programme is run by Rolemop, 
a contemporary live arts and audio visual production 
company based at Workshop44, a community space in 
the heart of Regents Estate. 

The Council is directing unemployed residents to the 
workshop through its Ways into Work programme in order 
to develop skills specifically for tackling job interviews 
and improve their chances of gaining future employment. 
Facilitated by experienced practitioners, techniques 
in drama, video and sound have been harnessed 
to stimulate and engage participants in improving 
presentation, confidence and interview techniques. 
Workshop44 is one of a series of projects supported 
by the Council’s Art in Empty Spaces (AIES) initiative, 
designed to transform empty properties or spaces into 
something useful and meaningful for Hackney’s residents 
and visitors.

Residents are reminded to 
register to be eligible to vote 

VOTER registration forms will be dropping through 
letterboxes across the borough between 23 to 26 July 
to ensure all eligible residents can exercise their right 
to vote. 

The Council will be sending forms to every Hackney 
household in order to compile the electoral register. 

The form needs to be updated with details of everyone 
living in your home who is eligible to vote and returned as 
soon as possible. If these details haven’t changed, replies 
can be sent by text, phone or online. 

To be eligible to vote your name must appear in the 
register of electors. You can register if you are 1 6 or over, 
but you must be 1 8 or over on polling day. 

Tim Shields, Chief Executive of the Council, said: 
“Hackney saw a good turn out for the GLA elections in 
May and we were pleased with the number of residents 
who registered in the run-up to polling day. However, 
it is important to remember that you need to register 
to vote every year and you must complete and return 
your registration form so that you can take part in any 
elections or referendums next year.”

B efore the 

Olympic Park was 
built most people 
would not have 
associated Hackney with 
international athletics. 
However, 150 years ago 
world records were being 
made and broken within a 
mile of where the Olympic 
stadium now stands. 

In 1857, James Baum, 
an enterprising publican 
at the White Lion in 
Hackney Wick, built a 
running track outside and 
started advertising long 
distance races. 

It was not the best track 
in the world, nor was it 
very long, with runners 
having to do nearly seven 
laps to cover one mile. 

It also had some 
awkward bends and 
a large number of 
trees nearby meant 
spectators didn’t get a 
very good view. But for 
the next ten years it was 
one of the most important 
and well-known tracks 


in the country. At the time, 
running and walking races 
were called ‘pedestrianism’ 
and all the best 
‘pedestrians’ in the UK 
raced at Hackney Wick. 
They usually competed for 
money and there was a lot 
of betting on the races. 

To make things 
interesting, Baum also had 
special prize belts and cups 
made for certain races. 

If you won a belt or cup 
you got to keep it for a 
while, but other 
pedestrians could 
challenge you to another 
race for it. If you won 
three races in a row, 
however, you got to keep 
the cup or belt for good. 

Baum did well out of 
the racing. As well as 
charging an entrance fee, 
he sold food and drink 
to spectators. He also 
put on wrestling bouts 
to entertain the crowd 
between races and 
fireworks in the evening. 

The most successful 



- Sam Barker for the ten- 
mile cup. In January 1862, 
he raced against Edward 
Mills. During the race 
Mills broke the British 
record for the greatest 
distance covered in one 
hour and Deerfoot broke 
the world record. 

The last time Deerfoot 
raced in Britain (and in 
Hackney) was in May 
1863, when John White, 
the ‘Gateshead Clipper’, 
beat him in a ten-mile race. 
White ran the first six 
miles in 29 minutes and 50 
seconds - a British record 
which was not broken for 
more than 70 years. 

The popularity of the 
Hackney Wick races 
continued after Deerfoot 
stopped competing. 
Major races were 
held in the mid and 
late 1860s and more 
records were set 
and broken both in 
running and walking 
events. Among these 
was the decisive 


period was between 
1861 and 1863, when 
Deerfoot, the celebrated 
native American runner, 
arrived in Britain and 
challenged many British 
pedestrians. During his 
stay he competed all over 
the country, but his most 
important races took place 
at the White Lion. 

He soon became a 
favourite with the crowd, 
despite beating many of 
the best British runners. 
On 25 November 1861, 
a crowd of 10,000 people 
came to Hackney Wick 
to see him race - and beat 
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smashing of the record for 
walking 21 miles in less 
than three hours. But in 
1868, James Baum died 
and the track’s popularity 
gradually decreased, 
eventually closing in 1872. 

This summer more 
British and world 
records are set to be 
broken in the vicinity of 
the White Lion site during 
the 2012 Games.

THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy of Waterhouse - 
an eco-friendly restaurant alongside the Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 
This issue chef Shafeeque Kayalmadathil presents a simple and delicious 
dessert. The sponge on top complements the gooey centre, making this a 
perfect pudding for chocolate lovers. 


Ingredients 

•200g dark chocolate 
•200g plain flour 
•200g butter 

•200g golden caster sugar 

• 4 egg yolks, plus an extra whole egg 

Method 

• Gently melt the butter and chocolate together 

• Whisk the sugar and eggs together until thick 


• Pour the melted chocolate and butter into 
the whisked sugar and egg and stir until 
well mixed 

•Sieve the flour and gradually stir into 
the mixture 

•Grease five individual small moulds 
thoroughly with butter, and pour the 
mixture into the moulds 

• Bake for 9 minutes in a 1 80C preheated 
oven.

The London Organising Committee of the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games (LOCOG) has worked 
with Hackney Council to put traffic and parking 
plans in place, which prioritises parking for local 
businesses and residents and manages the 
increase in traffic.

Parking Protection zones 
in place: 

• The Olympic Park virtual parking area 
(phase 1) will remain in place until 
September 

• Zone K (Hackney Wick) and the temporary 
event zone from 21 June to 9 September 

• Phase two of the parking controls for 
the Olympics will be enforced in parts of 
Hackney from 20 July, until 9 September. 
Phase two applies to the existing Controlled 
Parking Zone areas (CPZ).

Olympic Route Network 

Road markings are now being 
introduced across the capital, 
these will be in operation 
from 25 July. 

Other road restrictions 

• Road Event Olympic Route 
Network (RE-ORN) will be in place 
in Shoreditch during major road 
events - 28 to 29 July and 4 to 5 
August; 7 August; and 1 1 to 1 2 
August. During these dates there 
will be changes to restrictions 
along City Road, Old Street and 
Great Eastern Street between 
06:00and 23:59. 

• Cyclists and pedestrians need to 
be aware that Hackney Tow Path 
is closed between Eastway and 
Stratford High Street. 

Temporary road changes include 
the A1 2 which will operate with one 
lane closed in some sections during 
the Games, as well as restrictions in 
place around the Lea Interchange, 
meaning: 


From 23 July to 1 2 August and 
28 August to 9 September, from 
midnight to 6am there will be 
restricted access to Homerton 
Road, between Lee Conservancy 
Road and Ruckholt Road. 

From 23 July, there will be no right 
turn for any motor vehicle into 
Homerton Road from Ruckholt 
Road, operational 24 hours a day 
(it will still be open to bicycles and 
pedestrians, though cyclists will 
need to dismount). Diversion signs 
will advise you of an alternative 
route. 

No access off the A1 2 at Lea 
Interchange. 

Eastway closed east of Lee 
Conservancy Road. 

Access to A1 2 from Green Man 
Roundabout and Redbridge 
Roundabout will be restricted. 

Due to these restrictions, the major 
diversion route will be Lea Bridge 
Road, Lower Clapton Road, Dalston 
Lane and Homerton High Street — 
delays can be expected at 
peak times. 


• The Council will look to implement 
local traffic management 
measures to protect local streets 
from rat running traffic (e.g. 
Chatsworth Road). 

• Transport for London will manage 
junctions with traffic signals 
leading to the Olympic Route 
Network to ensure it stays free- 
flowing, which could cause delays 
in the east and south of Hackney.

Get ahead at Games time 

During the Games there will also 
be changes to bus lane operating 
hours to accommodate the ORN, 
particularly in Central London. 

This will vary across the ORN 
if travelling by road (car, bus, 
powered two-wheeler or bicycle) 
plan your journey ahead of time, 
check again on the day and allow 
for extra time.

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The Mayor and Councillors 


Councillors are elected by Hackney 
residents and serve for four years. 

The last borough elections were in 
May 2010. 

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.
